London, March 19.— The Marquis of 
Salisbury in the House of Lords to-day 

complained of a epeech of the Karl of 
Kimberley, tho Liberal leader in tlie 
house, made recently before the meeting 
of tho National Liberal Federation at 
Norwich, claiming; that Lord Kimberley 
mierepreaented his remarks by declaring 
that he had referred him to the speeches 
of Meline, the French premier, and 
M. Ilanotaux, the French minister for 
foreign allairs in the chamber of depu- 
ties, for an oxph^niition of tlie policy 
whicli the government of (ireat liritiiin 
had followed in regard to tho Cretan 
question. 

J/Ord .Salisbury said he consi<lered 
Lord Kimberley's action in the matter 
to be Bonietliing of an outrage. I^oni 
Kimberley, he continued, li.id not asked 
him for a personal statement of the 
policy which the government intend to 
pursue, but his lordship lind qtiestionud 
him as to the course tlie powers liad 
decided to adopt with respect to Crete 
and he (Lord Salisbury) had replied that 
th^ only iact not formally known to the 
house was that the admirals had been 
instructed to blockade the iBiand of 
Crete, adding that beyond ttiat nn admir- 
able statement of the jiolicy of the 
powers would bo found in the speeches 
of tho French statesmen mentioned. 

Another statement of Lord Kimber- 
ley's, continued the Premier, was that 
ho had found from the statement made 
by Ilanotaux, that the ))olicy of the 
powers was to maintain the integrity of 
the Ottoman empire, and that ho re- 
fused to accept a policy with that end in 
view. This, said the Premier, was a 
momentous statement, and if made at 
all sliould be made in Farliament. Lord 
Kimberley himself, the Marquis of Salis- 
bury added, was a member of the gov- 
ernment by which the integrity of Tur- 
key was made part of the law of Europe. 
He (Lord Kimberley) had held ofHce re- 
peatedly since then, and the Marquis of 
Salisbury was not aware that tie had 
ever repudiated the policy which iiis 
chief and government liad adopted. 
. It was true, the Premier said, that the 
Sulian had behaved badly during the 
last two years, but if this solemnly 
adopted policy was to bo abandoned be- 
cause the Turkish government had com- 
mitted acts deserving of deepest con- 
demnation, ho thought the policy re- 
ferred to had either been very lightly 
adopted, or had been lightly abandoned. 
Lord Kimberley might possibly again 
hold the position of foreign uiinieler, 
would ho then announce that he was 
pledged to disregard tho policy wliich 
liad been so solemnly adopted? A graver 
Btat«nient could not be made, and he 
deprecated it. 

Tlio Premier also said that Lord Kim- 
berley had dealt a heavy blow to the 
policy of the government, .ind added: 
■' For tho lirst time a man wlio has lieen 
a foreign minister, and will jirobably be 
BO again, has det-hireJ in the lace of 
Europe that he disregarded an engage- 
ment and would tear it tip. I wish to 
sever myself from that declaration. 1 
do not hold that the doctrine of tho in- 
tegrity of Turkey could not be modified 
in the future, but it would be with the 
consent of the powers who believed that 
if international law was not kept the 
|)eaco of Europe was worth a very few 
years' ])urchase. 

'I feel, therefore.'that it is tho duty 
of Kiigland to sustain the fecierated ac- 
tion oi ICurope. wliicli huH sullereil from 
the Bomewhat abaiinl iiiune 'cuiu-ert.' 

eder.ited action is tlie sole hojie of es- 
caping fiom constant terror of the i:a- 
'. unity of war and the constant j^ressure 
of the burden of armed peace. Treaties 
must not be created like waste paper, to 
be torn asunder at will. They must not 
be overthrown by the mere will of an 
outside power. Whatever measure:! the 
federation of Europe may in the fiiture 
think right to make with respect to the 
integrity of Turkey, England will not be 
a party to a violation of her integrity, as 
it is by the most solemn congresses and 
negotiations, which should have im- 
pressed their value upon every mind, 
that the jiolicy lOnglanil had persistent- 
ly pursued was founded." 
Lord Kimberley in rcjily disclaimed 
aving intentionally misrepresented 
Lord L'llisbury. Ho addeel that the 
iflerent governments fonning the con- 
cert of powers might accede to a course 
upon which they were all agreed on dif- 
ferent grounds, and, he explained, he 
was disappointed at being refei red to M. 
Ilanotaux and M. Meline, whose state- 
inenta after all were only a declaration 
of tlie policy of the powers generally, 
and of Franco in particular. • IJo admit- 
ted tliat his statement regarding tho in- 
tegrity of Turkey was very grave, but he 
made it with a full sense of his respon- 
sibility, because he meant to dieasBOciate 
tho Liberals plainly and distinctly in the 
future from a policy upon which, no 
doubt, their course respecting Turkey 
was based in the past. 

Several provinces, ho continued, had 
already been severed from the Turkisli 
empire and it did not follow, necessarily, 
because it was said the policy of Great 
Britain should not be based upon the in- 
tegrity of Turkey, that they ought to 
tear Turkey to pieces. But he believed 
the time had come when it was the duty 
of men who thought as he did, to discon- 
nect Great Britain from the policyof 
protecting tho integrity of the Turkish 
empire. 
The house then adjourned.

The Governments of France and Venezuela 
Will Resume Diplomatic 
Relations, 

Cabacas, Venezuela, Ularch 19, — ^The 
resumption of diplomatic relations be- 
tween France and Venezuela is being 
vigorously pushed, the covernment here 
being favorably inclined towards 
tho renewal of friendly rela- 
tions with Franco. Notwithstand- 
ing the suspension of friendly relations 
between the two countries, Dr. Juan 
Piotrie, who was recently appointed 
Venezuelan ininiater to Great ]3ritain, 
was received by M. Ilanotaux, the 
French minister of foreign afl'airs in 
Paris, who gave him a memorandum 
containing the basis on which France is 
willing to negotiate the resumption of 
diplomatic relations.

Montueal, March 19.— The interview 
with Monsigneur Merri del Val, tho 
Papal ablegate to Canada, cabled from 
London by the Associated Press has 
caused mticli comment here. His criti- 
cisms uiion the action of tho Manitoba 
legislature though laughed at by some, 
are well-founded in fact. Tho judgment 
of the Privy Council was simply that 
the Dominion government bad power to 
redress the grievances complained of by 
the Manitoba minority caused by tho 
act of IvSOO abolishing separate schools, 
and establishing a uuioii or public 
Bcliools system. It was held that the 
act admitting Manitoba to the confeder- 
ation had guaranteed certain privileges 
to t he minority in regard to their schools. 

The judgment of the privy council, 
however, in carefully chosen words 
stated that it was not in their province 
to suggest the means to be adopted to 
redress these grievances ; it simply held 
that the Dominion Parliament was com- 
petent to adopt maesuree of redress. 
The act now beine passed by the Mani- 
toba legislature embodies a basis of com- 
promise, redressing these grievances 
agreed ujioii by the Manitoba govern- 
ment and the Dominion govern- 
ment by enacting this compromise 
into law. Tne Manitoba government, 
it is held by constitutional author- 
ity here, will eflectually debar the 
Dominion government from interfering 
further in the school laws of Manitoba, 
no matter what ground of complaint the 
minority may have. The papal abel- 
gate, however, will still have the ques- 
tion of the interference of tbo bishops in 
elections and with the civil rights of 
their flocks to adjudicate upon. The 
signs of revolt against the iron rule of 
the bishops are observable on all hands. 
Sir Donald A. Smith, Canadian hivdi 
eomniissionor to iMigland, who reached 
home to-day, in an interview said: 

" I have heard [;ometliing vd the new 
pnjial ablegate before 1 left London. 
Fveryone speaks of him ns a man emi- 
nently fitted for the task which has been 
assigned to him, and I believe he will 
come to Canada determined to investi- 
eate matters and settle them in a man- 
ner which will give satisfaction to every 
one. I do not know whether they 
thoroughly understand the Manitoba 
school question over in England, but 
then that is not to be wondered at, for 
they have a school question of their own 
over t I'l e wliich keeiis them busy all 
the thiic. I am sure, liowever, that the 
Roman t^Iniluilics there, and a certain 
puclion of tlic (.'hurch of England, would 
be only too uliid to get the concessions 
which have been made to the minority 
of Manitoba by the agrfeement."

The Father of McGill University Celebrates 
His Golden Wedding. 

MoN"rni:-\i., March 19.— Tlie golden 
t'dding of the ex-princiji,al of McGill 
college. Sir William Dawson, and Lady 
Dawson, was Cjuietly observed today by 
a gathering of his eight children and thir- 
teen grandchildren at the home. The old 
scientist was, however, the recipient of 
many telegrams and cablegrams of con- 
cratulation of scholara of note, personal 
friends, and former Btudents Doth in 
America and Europe, and many promin- 
ent ciiizoiis called to extend thoir good 
wishes, while thousands of symbolical 
yellow dallbdils and tulips were sent. 
The governors of McGill sent a deputa- 
tion with an address and a beautiful 
double inkstand on a solid gold tray, one 
shoiving tho two homely btiildinga of 
McGill a century ago in the midst of 
fields, and the other the extensive 
groups of buildings forming the uni- 
versity of to-day.

The scene on his departure was one of 
tho wildest enthusiasm. The balconies 
and windows of residences along the 
line of route were crowded with ladies 
waving the Greek flag, and the streets 
were almost impassable owing to the 
dense and suiting throng. Qries of 
"Hurrah for Slacedonia " rose from 
every throat. The Daily Mail's corres- 
pondent raidorHtands that llassia is 
sending l,oOO infantry, 1,500 cavalry and 
four guns to Crete. 

It is reported at Athens, says the 
Mail's correspondent, that there is a 
secret treaty of recent origin between 
Russia and Turkey by which Russia is to 
get Suda, Alexandretta and other Med- 
iterranean ports in exchange for the sup- 
port she undertakes to give Turkey 
against Greece. ' The Greek minister of 
marine has ordered that all merchant- 
men that arrived at the Piraeus yester- 
day shall be retained for govemmentuee 
to convey volunteers coming from abroad. 

A dispatch to the l^mes says that 
three Greek steamers have succeeded In 
landing cargoes of ammunition and pro- 
visions at Sphakla. Three thousand six 
Kindred European troops — British, 
French, Italian, Austrian, Kussian and 
German — are expected next week. 

On the invitation of the admirals the 
four principal insurgent leaders at 
Akrotiri went on board the Italian 
flagship in Suda bay yesterday (Fri- 
day). Admiral Canevero addressed them 
explaining tho position and urging them 
to lay down their arms. The insurgents 
refused to accept any solution but the 
annexation of Crete to Greece. The 
admirals asked them to reconsider their 
decision and offered them the means of 
communication to consnlt the iusnrgent 
leaders elsewhere bat the same reply it is 
feared by the admirals will bo made by 
all. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Times says that the Sultan has 
summoned Edem Pasha from the fron- 
tier in order to give him more explicit 
instructions. The Turkish squadrons 
ordered to Sallipoli to await further or- 
ders consist, inaddilionto torpedo boats, 
of three armored frigates of six thousand 
tons and each carrying ten guna, one 
Ironclad corvette of two thousand tons 
carrying five guuB, and one river gun- 
boat. , 

The Athens correspondent of the Times 
says that the regiment of the Crown 
Prince Constontine has started for the 
frontier, but that the Crown Prince him- 
self will remain at the capital for the 
present. The news that the Crown 
Prince did not go with his forces is con- 
lirmed by the Athens correspondent of 
the daily Chronicle, who says that King 
Geortie, foreseeing the lesult of the 
t'rown Prince's iiresonce on tlie frontier, 
withholds from him the desired per- 
mission to start until the last moment. 

He further says it is confidently be- 
lieved at Athens that Russia is urging 
Turkey to attack Greece, and offering 
her financial assistance if necessary, 
Russia, according to this theory, expects 
that the first battle would be a dis- 
astrous defeat for the Greeks, enabling 
Ilussia to call off Turkey, and propose 
terms which Greece would be only too 
glad to accept. 

The Vienna correspondent of tho 
Times, says an official statement con- 
firiiia the belief that Germany and 
Austria have declined to share in tho 
military operations by the powers in the 
interior of Crete, on tho ground tliat 
such a course would involve the powers 
beyond the limits originally contem- 
plated, 

Athuns, March 19. — The Greek gov- 
ernment has formally protested to the 
Porte against Turkey's fortifying the 
Turkish side of the Gulf of Arta, on the 
ground that it Is a violation of the terms 
of the Berlin treaty. This incident 
thrertens to bring about serious com* 
plications. 

King George and the cabinet received 
a telegram from Crete to-day assuring 
ihem that tho whole Christian popula- 
tion of the island rejects autonomy and 
demands annexation. 

The Cretan delegates have sent an ad- 
dress to tlie King, begging him to resist 
the demand for tho withdrawal of the 
forces under Colonel Vassos, 

,St. PuTKKsnuiui, March 19. — The re- 
fusal of Queen Olga to receive the Rus- 
sian charge d'affaires at Athens has 
made a painful impression here. The re- 
lations between Bussla and Greece are 
daily becoming more unfriendly,

Memphis, Tenii., INIaruh 19. — Rumors 
of a senaatioiiiil nature are atloat to-day 
as to the breaking of tho loveea above 
and below tbia city, and of considerable 
damage to property and atock. So far 
these reports have not been verified in 
full, but aufflcient is known to warrant 
tho statement that before nightfall an 
additional L'OO aqnare miles of territory 
will be submerged. In the territory 
covered by the relief steamers under 
supervision of the citizens relief commit- 
tee of iMemphia, appalling facta came to 
light this morning. Drownings of 
colored men, women and children are 
officially reported until the list now 
numbers half a hundred. The relief 
committee have thus far ample funds to 
feed and clothe all the afflicted now in 
the city, but the work is necessarily slow 
because of the difficulty in controlling 
the ignorent refugees and preventing 
them li-om spreadingover tho city, aolic- 
it'ms alma of individuals. Telegrams 
from points 05 miles south of thia place 
asked for steamers to rescue people left 
by the last trip of the boats. Two steam- 
ers were despatched post haste, and are 
expected to return at midnight with sev- 
eral hundred persona and a lot of stock, 
if the time can be apared to rescue the 
latter. The government ia aiding the 
city m the work of rescue. 

FLEEING IN THE DABKNESS. 

Settlers in the Northwestem States at 
Uercy of the Floods, 

Omaha, March 19.— Special telegrams 
to the Bee from all points in the North- 
west indicate that the bonds of winter 

were simultaneously broken up yester- 
day and the streams that have been 
bound in from ice for months have sud- 
denly luined to raging torrents. The 
worst reports come from South Dakota. 
Along the Missouri last niaht the set- 
tlers lied in the darkness from the rapidly 
increasing floods, and nothing detinite 
can be told further. Tho snow that 
capped the state lay from four to six 
feet deep on the level. Two days of 
warm weather with two nights of rain 
have pet all this running to the rivers. 

At Pierre, the Cheyenne and Red riv- 
ers; at Chamberlain, the White; at 
Yankton, the Dig and Little Sioux riv- 
ers, and the Floyd at tJioux City, are 
pouring their torrents onto the ice in the 
Missouri, which has not yet broken. 
The lowlands are flooded and the rivers 
are rising with frightful rapidity. The 
Platte river is over its usual spring 
height and is rushing into the Missouri, 
carrying with it the debris of wrecked 
bridges and farm yards in its valley. 
The Elkhorn adds its flood to the Platte, 
and all the valleys seem to be afloat. 
From Iowa come stories of ice gorues on 
the Des Moines river at Fort Dodge and 
Madrid, flooding miles of the bottoms 
and doing great damage. So far as is 
known only one life has been lost— Har- 
ry Favill, a farmer o£ Dixon county, who 
was drowned while trying to cross a 
bridge over a swollen stream. 

ABKANSAS HAS NO FUNDS 

With Which to Succor Its Suffering and 
Dying Citizens. 

Memi'iiis, Tenn., March 19.— Last 
night the great flood claimed five more 
victims, Etta Lis and her four children 
being drowned while trying to make 
their way to Marion for shelter. Tho 
work of rescue and relief ' goes forward 
with unabated zeal. Four or five rescue 
steamers have arrived here, bringing 
several hundred refugees, nearly all of 
whom are destitute, to be cared for by 
the charity of Memphis people. Some 
are jiartly clothed and sick almost unto 
death from exposure and long suffering. 
.Seventy-five had been standing for 
hours in water waist <leep waiting for 
the rescue steamers. One woman clung 
frantically to a dead babe. In another 
family of four, two were drowned a few 
minutes before the boat arrived. 

The relief committee had its hands 
full. As long as the overflow continues 
funds will bo needed to relieve the im- 
mediate pressing wants o; the flood auf- 
icrers. Inasmuch as practically all of 
the sullerers are residents of Arkansas, 
the relief committee teieirrai^hed to tiov- 
ernor .loiies, of that state, asking his 
co-operation in relieving the distress of 
thousand of the people of his state. ThH 
governor replied that there were no 
funds at his disposal. The local relief 
committees have sent out an appeal to 
the individual citizens of Arkansas, Ten- 
nessee and Missisaippi, 

The river ia still rising at Memphis, 
and the indications are that it will con- 
tinue to do so for some time. The same 
conditions prevail in the terr itory which 
feeds the Ohio and other tributaries, 
while the heaviest rains of all are des- 
cending over the already submerged 
Arkansas territory. On the eastern side 
of the river continuous rains are the 
rule. At Memphis, Cairo, Helena and 
Vicksburg rapidly rising watera and 
great alarm are reported.

Vancouver, March 19.— (Special)— 
In the recent debate in the legislature 
in regard to the Municipalities Act 

Amendment, Reevo Siphon of Burnaby, 
btatea that a rather iiiiytiiken idea was 
given of existing uonditiona in Burnaby 
and South Vancouver. Tlieae corpora- 
tions are not liable totheloai of their 
charter rights, although many eligible 
■electors aredisfranchlBed and the elioice 
of a council restricted to a Buiall major- 
ity of those even there resident, 'i'he 
only municipality temporarily diaincor- 
iporated in efleot is North Vancouver. 
Mr. Schon adds Bpeaking of the general 
opinion of his district, the following sug- 
gestion: "We have in Burnaby nearly 
600 residents, but of the adult male's 
among these many including all the 
settlers on the government holdings, are 
either lease holders or tenants and in- 
eligible to sit in the counciL Gur elec- 
torate lias been reduced from nearly -170 
to 73 and there are only about a dozen 
persons eligible to sit on a council of six. 
Most of the few resident ))i'0))erty iiold- 
ors are disquulilied l.y niortgiige deduc- 
tions from iiualitic:iti()ii iiBsessnient and 
Burniiby liaa becume -ii ' clos'i corpora- 
tion.' there are bo.vuver in New West- 
minster and Vancouver, residing within 
about nn hour's walk from Burnaby, 
many liirge property liolderg who take 
keen and useful interest in Burnaby 
affairs, these men should neither be dis- 
qualified from voting,.nor.from sitting in 
■ tne council, if elected." 

Beeve Scbou suggeatB, in tbecaeeof 
suburban municipalities in which most 
of the taxes are paid by residents in 
neighboring cities, that the full rights of 
franchise und election tu the council 
shouUi at least Ije con/nrred on other- 
wise (puUilied resideula living within 
eitherteven or ten uiileeofthomunicipiil- 
ity. Seven miles, as the crow flies, is 
the English limit of electoral residence 
under the Municipalities act of thiit 
country, but ten miles in sucha province 
as British Columbia would no more than 
correspond to a seven mile limit in 
Knglaud. Such a limit would practi- 
cally include all the property owners 
who take an active interest in the affairs 
of suburban municipalities. The pre- 
sent restrictions sin against the British 
constitutional principle, that there 
should be no taxation withotit repre- 
sentation.

RESTLESSNESS AND REFORM. 

Kaatlessneas is not reform, though 
some people seem to think it is. In most 
parte of America, and especially in the 
United States, a nmnber of men and not 
ft few women can be found who seem an 
imated by the notion that whatever is, is 
wrong, and that the prime duty of legis- 
lative bodies is to do for the individual 
what tho individual is either too indo- 
lent or too indifferent to his own inter- 
ests to do for himself. One pliaae of this 
pseudo-reform consists in attempting to 
supply by legislation the necessity for 
parental control. This found its first 
expression in the public schools, where 
the authority of the parent has been 
gradually superseded by tliat of the 
school teacher to such an extent that a 
conflict of authority frequently arises. A 
notable illustration of this may be found 
in many of the states in regard to cx- 
cases for the absence of pupils from 
school or for tardines.s. When those of 
U9 who are old enough to have children 
at school were going to seliool ourselves, 
:i note from father or mother asking the 
teacher to excuse tardiness or absence 
was sufficient. Parents were supposed 
to have sufficient Interest in their chil- 
dren to see that they attended school 
regularly and on time and to be able to 
judge of the anfliciency of a cause for 
keeping them at lioine. But the new no- 
tion is that parents innat submit their 
judgment to tlie review of the school 
teacher and the excuse must contain the 
parents' reason, and if in the opinion of 
the teacher the parent has not exercised 
jiood judgment — if, for example, motliers' 
illness was not in the opinion of the 
teacher a sufficient reason why the 
dauglitcr, who had to get breakfast ready, 
should bo late at seiioo!, tlie child must 
suffer sucli penaiiy as the teacher may 
think proper to impose, subject of 
course to review by the board of educa- 
tion. This meddlesomeness in domestic 
affairs is in some cases carried to such an 
extent us to compel children to tell the 
private allairs of the household in the 
hearing of a whole school 

Another manifestation 01 restless and 
impertinent interference in domestiu 
affairs is tho institution of the curfew 
bell. We do not aa\' that it is not de- 
sirable for young people to he kept ud 
the streets after dark, unless they are 
out on business or are accompanied by 
older persons ; but we do saj' that it is a 
})iece of impertinent interference with 
domestic ait'aira lor any legislature to 
make rules aa to the way parents shall 
manage their children. What do the 
promoters of this curfew nonsense mean 
by it? Do they desire to be understood 
as being unable to control their own 
children, and hence desire to call on the 
police, or are they desirous of control- 
ling other i)eople'H ohildren? la it to be 
understood that the young people of tho 
present generation are Ijeyond parental 
Tostraint? If so, would it not be well to 
begin the reform by reforming the par- 
ents? 

The genius of Anglo-Saxon progress ia 
individual liberty and the supremacy of 
parents in the family. If for this we are 
to Hubstituto the control of school boards 
by day and tho police by night, we will 
undermine the foundations of our whole 
national character. No country can af- 
ford to play fast and loose with 
the fundamental principles of its social 
or(C&nizAl>ion. To-day the United Statt a 
ia honeycombed with contempt for law, 
and this contempt is largely due to the 
surrender of the parental contnd of 



TME EASTERN SITUATION. 

So far the blockade of Crete seems to 
have produced no appreciable eflfcct 
whatever on the Eastern situation ex- 
cept to intensify the feeling of the Greek 
people. There ia aomothing underneath 
this movement that no ouo outaide a 
very narrow circle knows anything about. 
The best informed correspondents are aa 
much at sea as anyone else. They give 
plenty of guesses, but not one of them 
suggeata even a plausible explanation for 
the defiant attitndeof the little Kingdom 
of Greece. The best explanation seems 
to bo that which was given at tho out- 
set, namely, that the people have taken 
tho matter out of the hands of tho diplo- 
mats, who are simply striving by every 
means in their power to preserve the 
peace. 

Tlie suggestion is made tliut there is a 
secret understanding between Kussia 
and Greece to the eflect that while tho 
former nation will make a show of 
opposing the latter Greece is to con- 
tinue her preparations and finally pro- 
t'oke the Sultan to war, whereupon the 
Czar will seize Constantinople. This ia 
rather too artificial an explanation, it 
savora too much of melodrama to be 
accepted by any one. It ia hardly con- 
ceivable that KuBsia has been able to 
pull the wool over the eyes of all the 
world except a few newspaper corre- 
spondents. We think that as a rule 
people would come to more accurate 
conclusions if they could remember that 
emperors, kings and dijjlomata are in 
ninety-nine caaes out of a hundred not 
particularly diilerent from ordinary 
mortala, and that if they succeed in 
doing what each day calls for they 
are managing pretty well. The notion 
that every step taken by any of the 
great powera ia for some undiaclosed 
ulterior purpose is probably the rankest 
kind of folly. Governments have cer- 
tain general lines policy, but in carry- 
ing out details they do very much what 
a prudent business man does, that is 
what seems best to be done at the time. 
Just now all the powers are agreed that 
the thing to be done is to keep the peace 
if possible. If the action of the Greek 
jjeoplo makes this impossible, we will 
then see what tlie ae'.tled policy of tho 
several governments will lead them to do.

The camp de- 
cided on April 19 aa the date for their 
next quarterly concert and after making 
several initiations and considering a 
number of applications adjourned to pa 
oyster supper. 

S. M. Okeli,, who has been abaent for 
some months in England, returned home 
Thursday night. Mr. Okell'a trip was a 
business one in connection with the 
salmon canning industrj', with which 
he has been identified for some years. 
Great interest is, according to Mr. Okell, 
being taken in British Columbia affairs 
in the old country, and (juite a large 
number of immigrants may be e.xpected 
to arrive from places where the ad- 
vantages of thia province are known dur- 
ing tbe present year. 

TiiE bill handed down by the Attor- 
ney-General yesterday and known by 
the short title of the " Companies' 
Clauaee Consolidation Act, 18'J7," ia one 
of the bills of which he gave an intima- 
tion the other day on the second reading 
of the Water Clauses Act. It is a model 
of the articles of association of companies 
incorporated for purposes of carrying 
out under private bills, works of a pub- 
lic nature, and ia taken from the Kng- 
lish act on the subject. As set lorLli in 
the preamble, the bill comprises in one 
general act sundry provisions relating to 
the constitution and management of 
joint stock comjnmies, usually intro- 
duced into ))rivate bills authorizing the 
execution ol undertakings of a public 
nature by auch companies, and is for 
the purpose of avoiding the necessity of 
repeating such provisions in each of the 
several acta relating to such undertak- 
ings and for ensuring uniformity in the 
provisions. 

Tin-: high esteem in which Mr. \V. A. 
Carlyle is held aa a mining authority, 
and his skilful methods of imparting to 
the ordinary individual scientific infor- 
mation, resulted in the Sir William 
Wallace hall being almost too small for 
the lecture last night. The subject was 
tho Mines of British Columbia, and as 
Mr. Carlyle in his position as provincial 
mineralogist lias had j)arti('ular ailvan- 
tages ul seeing a larg(: iiortion of the 
niinin'? districts, the address was a most 
valuable one and additionally attractive 
by reason of some excellent lime liglii 
views. Mr. Carlyle touched lirst on the 
inininsr on the Island and thence carried 
his audience east throuu'h the wonders 
of the Kooteny and other mining dis- 
tricts, finiahing with a reference to the 
mines near home. Mr. H. Dallas Uel- 
meken, Q.C., M.P.P., presided, and the 
audience very heartily endorsed the 
vote of thanks which was gracefully 
moved liy Hon. Col. Baker. 

A.MONG the arrivals at the Oriental 
yealerday was J. Smith of Circle City 
Alaska. It is some months since he left 
Circle City, but on tho Sound he has 
fallen in with several late arrivals from 
the iiyjierborean gold fields, particularly 
those at Clondyke, which is within Can- 
adian territory. These miners told Jlr. 
Smith that tho beat ;daim in the camp 
was averaging'from $75 to .$125 to the 
])an, and already $10,000 had biHiii taken 
out. When it is stated that $1.50 to the 
pan is considered pretty good, the rich- 
ness of the Clondyke placers can he 
judged. Mr. Smith has every confidence 
in the story. His informants, ho says, 
are old miners who have been througli 
more than one "rush," and they are not 
likely to become excited or to exagger- 
ate. Mr. Smith has some pretty good 
properties at Circle City, but he is going 
to give Clondyke a call on his way in. 
The mines, ho says, are positively the 
beat that havo been discovered in the 
far north. Mr, Ogilvie, the Dnmirion 
surveyor, is at work surveying the 
claima for tho miners, while the author- 
ity of the Dominion is represented by 
Inspector Constantine. 



The Victoria Yacht Club, whose Hag is 
now one of tho best knowii in all tho 
Northwest waters and whose club houae 
is the prettiest home possessed by any 
athletic organization in British Colum- 
bia, have held their annual meeting, and 
embarked upon tho season of 1897 with 
the brightest of bright prospects and a 
thoroughly harmonious and active set of 
oflicers.

'• Third Session of the Seventh Parlinnient, 

TWENTY-SEVENTH DAY. 

FuiDAY, March 10, 1S07. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 

PrayetB by Kev. Canon Beanlano'.a. 

Mr. Huff presented a petition from the 
loc&l Ooataclla of Wom^n of 'Vancouver 
and, Victoria in favor of temperance 
teacQingiiix the pablie sehCiSlB. Tne peti- 
tion was read and received. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts introduced a bill 
for consolidating in one act certain pro- 
viaiona usually inserted in acts with re- 
epectto the constitution of companiea 
incorporated for carrying on an(ierta.k- 
inga of a pubhc nature. The bill was 
read a firat time and set for at'coud read- 
ing Monday. 

Mr. Humo moved, seconded by Mr. 
Kennedy for a return showing the 
number of town lots sokl by the govern- 
ment in New Denver and INelaon, giving 
date of each sale, purchaser's; name, 
amount sold for, amount paid down and 
balance due, with interest to December 
31,1890. Carried. 

Mr. Walkem moved for a return of all 
correspondence between the Attor- 
ney-General's department and Jolin 
Biggs of Nanaimo in connection witli 
ttie illegiil seizure of eome cattle by the 
slieriiT. 

The Attorney-General had no objec- 
iion to the resolution, though lie could 
not see its advantage. Seventeen or 
eigliteen years ago 31r. Prior, as elieriff 
of Nanaimo, seized and sold boiju! cuttle 
which Mr. Bigga aaid were his — the 
alieriir said tliey were not, and tho<iuea- 
tion might have been settled then and 
there if Mr. Bigga had seen lit to press 
his claim. This thing came uj) in the 
houee year after year, and there was no 
advantage in it coming up again. Ttie 
whole matter was futile, but lie did not 
object to bringing down the correspond- 
ence if the house desired. 

The resolution was lost, Dr. Walkem 
alone voting for it. 

Mr, Williams asked the Premier: 

1. Did business of the province require 
the attendance of the firyince minis- 
ter at London, England, during tlie year 
189C? 

2. Also, what was the nature of such 

buainees? 

3. Could said business liave been at- 
tended to by Hon. V. Cf. Vernon, agent- 
general of this province? If not, why 
not? 

4. Was the agent-general competent 
to transact such business? 

5. If the auent-general was not 'com- 
petent to transact such business, why is 
he retained in that position at the ex- 
pense of this country ? 

6. How many days at London were 
actually required and occupied by the 
finance minister in attending to the 
basiness aforesaid? 

7. Has any relation of the Qnance 
minister an interest in the firm of Wool- 
Eton & Beeton, who received, a commis- 
sion for tlie management of the loan 
authorized by the B. 0. Loan Act, 1S91 ; 
and, if so, tlie nature of the relationsliip 
and interest? 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied : 

"1. The Finance Minister was not in 
London in 1S9G. The business of tlic 
province required his attendance in 
London in 1S!J5 ; he was telegraphed for 
by the government brokers. 

" 2. Making arrangement for the issue 
of 1895 loan, and also for the friendly 
suit in connection with transfer of $1C0,- 
313.76 to consolidated revenue of the 
province, which baa since been etlected. 

"3. Not on this occasion, as in the 
issue of loans of all provinces or coloniea 
ttie preaence of the Finance minister of 
the province or colony is generally re- 
quired. 

"4. Yes. 

"5. To attend to all the important 
matters that are constantly ariaing in 
connection with the province, 

" 0. About 97 days in London. 

"7. No relation of the FinanpeBIin- 
ister has any direct' or indirect interest 
of any kind in the firm of Woolston c<c 
Beeton, and no relation of the Finance 
Minister received any commission what- 
ever, directly or indirectly, in connec- 
tion with the loan." 

Mr. .Semliii moved the adjournment of 
the iiouee for the purpose of diacuesing 
tlie position of tlie government the day 
previous on tlio aecond reading of Mr. 
Adams' Cliinese Labor bill. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that no question 
already discussed during the present 
seeeion could be brought up on a motion 
to adjourn. 

Hon. Col. Baker could not see that the 
position of the ministry could be dis- 
cussed on a bill brougUt in by a private 
member. 

Mr. Semlin in explanation of bis mo- 1 
tion said that he wished to show that by | 
the vote on Mr. Adam's bill the ministry j 
had lost tlie confidence of the house. I 

The Premier wanted to know why it 
was that the leader of the opj)osition liad 
not taken the manly course of giving 
notice of a want of confidence motion. 

Dr. Walkem argued that by the vote 
on Mr. Adams' bill to prohibit the em- 
ployment of Chinese on works built un- 
der private bills privileges they hud 
forced on them a certain line of policy 
by the house. 

Mr. Semlin took the view of Dr. 
Walkem ttiat the government had lost 
the confidence of the house. The min- 
istry had clearly laid down their policy 
and the house had adopted a reverse 
policy. 

The provincial secretary said that the 
government might congratulate them- 
selves if no better ground could be found 
for attacking them than that which Mr. 
Semlin took. Surely it could not be for 
a moment argued that the individual 
members of the government had not a 
right to vote as they pleased on any pri- 
vate bill. 

Mr. Adamq remarked 'that Mr. Sem- 
lin had apparently lost sight of the fact 
that the bill in question dealt altogether 
with private bills and not with public 
acts. 

Major Mutter wanted to know whether 
the discussion was in order. 

The Speaker — " I have waited for 
some honorable member to challenge 
my decision'." , 

On the assurance of the mover that 
the discussion ahould not refer to tlie 
matter of the jjrevious day at all, Mr. 
Speaker decided that the debate might 
proceed. 

Mr. Semlin then repeated that the 
governmenC had lost the confidence of 
the houae, and there was but one eoiirec 
to pursue, for the ministry to resign. 

The Premier thought Mr. Semlin had 
condemned, himself. His point argued 
out meant that no private member could 
bring in a bill or a resplutlon that the

anv government to take. The bill itself 
did not refer to public works. It waa a 
special bill for a special purpose, and 
was not a party bill in any shape or form. 

Mr. Sv.-ord said that the question was 
whether the nature of the bill was of 
such a character tiiat the goveriiment 
should have a decided stand upon it. As 
the leader of the opposition had said, 
the government had showed that their 
policy was contrary to the general wish 
of the house. 

Hon. Col. Baker— Not at all. He, (Col. 
Baker), tboucht the gentlemen opposite 
were merely beating the air. If they 
wanted to bring in a vote of censure, 
why did they not do' so'. If they thoagbt 
the government bad not the confidence 
of the house, let them wait till the next 
government bill was brought down and 
then be undeceived. 

Dr. Walkem and Mr. Kennedy fol- 
lowed on the line set by Mr. Semlin, 
and Mr. Rogers, who hod voted for Mr. 
Adams' bill, disclaimed having in the 
least lost confidence in the government. 

Blr. Williams, in supporting Mr. Sem- 
lin's view, remarked that there was no 
(luestion upon which so much trimming 
was done lor votes as tlio Chinese (iiies- 
tion. (Ironical laughter.) 

It was pointed out by Mr. Booth in 
the discussion that followed that the 
ciiarge of a change of policy could not be 
made againat the government, for al- 
ready Chinese were debarred from being 
employed on public works. 

Mr. Semlin sought leave to withdraw 
h'm resolution, but the houae refused by 
a votclof 20 to 10, and the resolution was 
tlieroupon voted down on that division. 

The I'remier directed attention to an 
article in the Tiiuea of tho preceding 
evening which seemed to intimate that 
the statistics of trade which the govern- 
ment were arking from busineaa men 
were from some ulterior motire, He 
pointed out that these returna were con- 
iidenlial and were only for the purpose 
of showing what the trade of the pro- 
vince was, with the idea tji demonstrat- 
ing how this province stood in ita rela- 
tion to the other provinces of the 
Dominion. 

The house went into committee on the 
Water Clauses Consolidation bill. Dr. 
Walkem in the chair. In committee a 
discussion arose through Mr. Forster 
moving to strike out sub-aection (a) 
section of part I, which provided that 
where rents or tolla for water were 
charged by the Crown they should be 
fixed for five years and thereafter sub- 
ject to quinquennial adjustment. He 
held that until some understanding was 
arrived at as to what the rent should be, 
live yearg wna too long a time. 

Tho lunendment was lost, but another 
amendment was carried fixing the time 
at three years, instead of Ave. 

Mr. Kellie rose to make some remarks 
on the amendment but too late, as the 
chair declared the section passed. 

Mr. Kellie — " But, Mr. Chairman, I 
was on my feet before the section was 
passed?" 

The Ohair, decisively—" Can't help it ; 
the section is passed." 

Mr. JCellie stood protesting while some 
member began to count— "onel two!! 
three ! ! I and at the end of ten seconda 
declared Mr. I\.ellie counted out amid 
laughter and applause. 

Mr. ICellie — "But ISfr. Speaker " 

The Chair — "You are out of order; 
address the chair, the speaker is not 
here,"( Shouts of laughter.) 

Major Mutter — '* Is it competent for 
me to move that the chair be sus- 
tained?" 

Tho Chair (airily — "Oh, it's not ne- 
cessary; the section is passed." (Re- 
newed. laughter.) 

Mr. Kellie — " I will move, then, that 
the section be reconsidered." 

The Chair (blandly) —" That's all 
right ; now you are in order." 

The committee at this point rose, re- 
ported and asked leave to sit again, and 
the Louee adjourned.

NEW LIGHTS FOR VESSELS. 

Present System Does Not Give Sufllcient 
Insurance Against ColUsions. 

Increasing speed of ocean-going steam 
craft is likely Defore long to nec-esaitate 
a radical change in the cliaracter oi sail- 
ing lights, says the New Voric Times. 
The red (port) and green (starboard) 
side-liglitB now used on veasela at sea 
are re.juirod bv tlie rules of the road to 
be visible for two miles on a dark, clear 
night. The rule waa made, however, 
when ton knots was good speed. Now 
twenty knots is not uncommon. 

Masthead liRlitB used by steamers 
must be visible for five mllea on a dark, 
clear night, but the lookout on another 
vessel cannot tell from the light the di- 
rection in which the vessel carrying it 
is steaming. To determine, therefore, 
wiiat course to take in order to keep 
clear of another vesetd the master must 
depend on the side lights, which, as 
prescribed, nnilor the most favorable 
conditions can be seen only two miles 
distant. In misty weather or in moon- 
light they cannot ho seen so far. 

Vesols going in opposite directions at 
the rate of twenty knots an hour are, of 
Course, api>ronctung eaoli other at the 
rate of fo^ty knots an hour. The time in 
which they cover the two miles between 
the points of sighting and of passing is 
. shown ill the proportion aa forty knots is 
to sixty minutes, two miles is to three

minutes, in other words there is only 
three mimitea in which to change courses 
if that is necessary, under the most favor- 
able conditions of visibility. 

As tho fast vessels are very long, they 
steer slowly, and three minutes is but 
little time for action, while, if tho neces- 
sity occurs in the more prevalent weather 
of moonlight or mist tho time is lessoned. 

The Paris some time ago then tho City 
of Paris, while bound into port and not 
far from Sundy Hook, was in collision 
with the British tramp ship Delano, 
hound out. Both of these vessels carried 
lights that exceeded the requirements, 
yot they wore uuable to get out of each 
other's way. 

Another diliiculty is met in the case of 
sailing vessels. They carry only side 
lights, which are sometimes placed on tho 
forward rigf;ing and sometimes on davits 
at tho quarterdeck. A sailing vessel has 
the right of way over a steamer. The 
Plant line steamship Mascot, hound from 
Boston to Bar Harbor, once ran into a 
three-masted ice schooner and cut ofT her 
stern. Allowance had been made for the 
lights boint;- aft tit tho nuartordeck. When 
it happened they were on tho forward 
shrouds. 

Boaides the questions of visibility and 
position of lights there is another. Tho 
sidelights of a vessel is partially bo.xed in 
but gives a radius of vision of Uli de- 
grees, or from dead ahead to two points 
abaft the beam, there being 11. [ degrees 
to a point of the compass. The e.\act dir- 
ection of another vessul's course c iniiot 
tlierefore be determined within that ra- 
dius.- 

\ French admiral once got up a aystcm 
of lights in which vari(m3 colors weri! 
used, but it was so complicated that it 
was rojeotetl, and others since devised 
have been rejected for tho same reason, 
or because of lack of visibility. Instant- 
aneous action requires simplicity. 

Tho (ierman Government some time 
ago appointed a commission to study tliu 
visibility of lights at sea. It was found 
that a whitelight of onc-caiidio jiower 
was visible 2800 yards on a clear niglit; in 
a dark atmosphere. If the weather was 
misty it was visible one mile. Throo- 
candlo power was visible two miles,, ten- 
candle powe t four miles and nineteen- 
candle powe /five miles. 

A green light, with glass of pure green 
was visible with 1-caiidle power at an 
eighth of a mile, 2-caiidlo power at one 
mile, li)-caudle power at 2 miles, .">l- 
caiidle power at tliree miles, and lOli- 
caiidlo power at four miles. A rod light, 
with a glass of pure copper red, showed 
like results. 

Four miles would be a de.-;! ruble dis- 
tance of vi.sibility, but lOC'-caiidle power 
would he almost out of the i|Uestioii for 
ino.st ve.ssela. .\3 freijuent changes in tho 
rules oi the road in tho matter of lights 
would add to confusion, any scheme for 
improvement must anticipate the most 
sanguine estimate of future speed, which 
iniiy perhapi bo ligured at a four-day 
journey across the Atlantic. 'J'he ipies- 
tioe is one that is of interest not alone to 
mariners, ship-ownera and shippers, but 
to all iuunigraiits and tourists, and 
tlirougli those well-nigh everybody else. 

The big Atlantic liners exceed reijuire- 
monts in tho matter of visibility of lights, 
wijile tlio majority of craft may fall short 
of rei|uireincnt,s. Poor oil is used on 
many a stetiiii and sailing-vessel, while 
lights are often obscured by sail aijd gear. 

All ideal .system must be simple, [)io- 
vide of great visioility and indicate us 
•loaely aa possible the sailing direction.

MUTINOUS PEISONERS. 

Philippine Revolutionists Escape From Jail 
Only to Ferlsh at tbe Soldiers' 
Hands. 

London, March 20. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Madrid, dated the lOtli, 
eaya that there waa a revolt amonn the 
pr'iBoners in the Bilibid jail, near Mnn- 
iln, on Thurediiy. They killed the keeper 
of the prieon, eoized all the arms that 
■were available, and ruflhed into the 
Btreet, but only to meet a atrong body of 
soldiers. A-Btobbom fight ensued, m 
which several mutineers were killed. 



DEATH ENDS ALL. 

Litigation as To the Sanity of Frederick 
Kaye Terminated by His Demise. 

I' rederick Kaye, a man about 70 years 
of age, wlio has long been a patient at 
the Jubilee hoBpital, sufl'ering from 
paralysis of one side, died yesterday 
afternoon under remarkable circum- 
stances. Tbe old man had no relatives 
living in this country, but for several 
weeks past a number of his "friends" 
have interested themeelveB in his case, 
and have, it ia eaid, endeavored to have 
\ liim removed from the hospital and 
jilaced in their care. In this the oUi 
rnan could not express his oninion.for 
as an oiitcoiiio of his inahulv softening 
of the brain set in, ami lie lost his 
reason. Ili.s "friends" lieii;,: persiK'.ent 
the directors ol the hos|)ral liaving 
heard that lie posaeseed i-on.sideruble 
wealtl), owning in cash and real estate 
BomethiDg like $6,000, decided tbapiily 
to the court to appoint trustee's 
for Ilia estate. As a result an 
inquisition in lunacy before Mr. 
Justice Drake and n jury was 
commenced yesterday morning. Dr. 
Kicliardaon, the resident doctor of the 
hosjiital, waa the petitioner, and the 
prdilion was presented under the Lniir.ey 
A;;tn, Hi and 17, Victoria. The order lor 
the imjuiaitioii waa made on i\Iarcli 10, 
and a jury was demanded on behalf of 
Kaye. TliQ jiroceedir.ga in court con- 
aisled in the taking of the evidence of 
Dre. Ixichardeon, lianington and Cromp- 
ton, all of whom ajireed that the patient 
was utterly incapable of managing his 
own uH'airs. Dr. O. M, Jones, 
who had been the old man's medical 
attendant, was to give hia evidence 
at 2:30 o'clock yesterday but prior to 
thia — shortly after noon — tbe juage, jury 
and counsel all drove out to the hos- 
pital. At 2:15, however, Kaye died, 
putting an end to all further inquiry. 
The connfel in the case were H. 1). 
I lelmcken, C^. 0., for the petitioner, and 
L. 1), Duff for Kaye. The decenaed was 
a lishmonger, and' for a long time lived 
at New Westminster where ho was 
commonly known as "Frenchy" and 
afterwards at Sooke. Ilia funeral is ar- 
ranged to take place from the Jubilee 
hospital on Sunday afternoon. 



George Bro-wn Dying: From a 'Voiiud 
Eeceived Erom His 
Son-in-Iiaw. 



A Rille Bullet From Bebiiiil a Closed 
Door Strikes Down the 
Old Man. 



Greviously wounded by« a bullet, 
George Brown, of Beechy Bay, is dying 
at St. Josepli's laoapital, while his son- 
in-law, John Aiken, is in a cell at the 
provincial ])oliee station, charged with 
having fired the shot with intent to kill. 

Yesterday forenoon Superintendent 
Huaaey waa informed from the hospital 
that a badly wounded man had been 
brought there, inquiries were at once in- 
stituted as to the cause of Brown's in- 
juries and 30on the police were 
on Aiken's trael-. The story is 
one of those unfortunate narratives of 
trouble among relatives that sometimea 
lead to awful results. Brown is a man 
well known in Victoria and has for years 
past resided at Beachy Bay ; John Aiken 
18 comparatively a new resident in the 
province, having come liero from Scot- 
laud five or six years ago. He was a 
near neighbor of Brown's and a short 
time ago married one of the old man's 
daughters. 

There acems to have been some 
trouble between the two men for a abort 
time liack, as far as can be learned, and 
it ia also eaid that since losing one of his 
sons by an accident some time ago 
Brov»'n has not been quite himeolf. 
However thjit may be, liia children not 
being at homo on Thursday, Brown saya 
lie went over to Aiken's place to aak 
about them, and on the way, as the 
dog annoyed him, he piched up a stick 
to frighten the animal. He knocketl nt 
the door, and to make himself hca>-i 
better hit the door with his stick, and 
then came a rifle shot from within the 
house, the bullet penetrating the door 
and striking Brown in tiie mouth, lie 
fell and then scrambling to his leet 
made his way to his housi? and rode to a 
neigh bor'a hoiifie, whence he was brought 
to the hospital yesterday morning. 

Dr. .fones tried to find the bullet 
without success, as it seemed lodged 
somewhere in the chest, and then the 
provincial police were informed of the 
facts as then known, and Police Magis- 
trate , Macrae took the ante-mortem 
statement of the apparently dying man. 

Word was telegraphed to different 
points, the wharves were watched, and 
every precaution taken immediately 
to apprehend Aiken. Sergeant 
Langley and constables McKenna 
and isevan, of the provincial police, 
atarted olF for Sooke to capture him, but 
on the way out met Mrs. Aiken driving 
into town and learned from her that her 
husliand had come to Victoria. Con- 
atable McKenna aoon afterwarda found 
that Aiken waa at the house of hissister- 
."\[rs. ^Iclnnes, at Oak Bay, and by half, 
past si.K liad his man Idcked up in the 
provincial cells. 

There is apparently another side to the 
story and that ia tliat Aiken, wlio is ft 
small man, was afraid of Brown, who ia 
of very powerful, large frame, and fired 
the shot through fear that the old man 
would break in the door to get at him. 

It is understood that Aiken admits the 
aliooting, but gives the excuse just atat- 
ed, saying that several times 
the old man has threatened 
to do him violence. The real 
facts however cannot be known till the 
svliole trouble is tliorouglily sifted, and 
it would be unfair to either man to 
hazard an opinion till then. 

At a late hour last nigiit Brown was 
reported to be very low and there seem 
to be few chances of hia living.

could have suited the stock men of Mon- 
tana better than the Chinook which has 
just jMisaeil over the state. Away up 
north range matters are in a deplorable 
condition. As regards stock, they could 
hardly bo worse. It is something awful. 
The losses already entailed by stock 
dying have been enormouB, and will con- 
tinue to increase at a rapid rate unless 
the present warm spell continuea for 
some time.
